Mrs. Ralls passed
ecompletely under this awful c ontri-
vance, and for & wonder, lives to
tell the taie.

The flight of the horses attracted
the attention of othersin the vicinity
and help was soon at hand, Mrs.
Rallswastaken home where she now
lies with many bruises and cuts, but
happily with noinjury so serious as|
to cause alarm.
